TAFT SAYS TRUSTS 


BROUGHTON PANIC 


Unserupulous Combinations 
Are Blamed for Recent 
_, Disturbance of Fi- 

nancial World. 


LAUDS ROOSEVELT'S ACTS 


Urgings of President's Critics 
Denounced as Plan to Let 
Down the Bars for 
Socialism. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 30.—[Speciad }—Secre- 
tary of War Taft tonight rounded ea strenu- 
ous day at the banquet of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ association by defending 
President Roosevelt's policies and placing 
the blame for the recent financial storm on 
the heads of the lawiess trusts. He minced 
no words, but delivered his blows straight 
from the shoulder. 

He dismissed Senator Foraker’s conten- 
tion that the rate bill caused the late 
panic’ with a shaft of withering rilicule 
and praised that regulatory measure as an 
evidence of an awakened public conscience. 

Mr. Taft warned his audience that to fol- 
low the urgings of the defenders of the 
trusts meant the repeal of the Sherman act 
and the practical giving over of the country 
to the unscrupulous of the corporations, 
whose continued financial depredations 
sooner or later would let down the bars for 
socialism. 

The banquet hall of the Somerset hotel 
was filled, and as Secretary Taft began his 
speech he was stopped by cheers for the 
next president.“ Throughout his address 
he was listened to with marked attention. 


Analyzes Causes of Panic. 

“ During the last three months.” the secre- 
tary said, the country has euffered from a 
severe monetary panic. Even yet the clear- 
ing house certificates linger in your bank 
exchanges as emphatic evidence of its se- 
verity and of the extreme measures which 
had to be taken to avoid greater disaster. 

“ Doubtless many of my hearers have not 
yet recovered from the intense nervous 
strain and mental suffering to which they 
have been subjected since the middle of 
October. The panic has been given a certain 
political bearing and importance. 

“For this reason I have selected for my 
topic of tonight ‘The Panic of 1907, Ita 
Causes, Its Probable Effects, and the Rela- 
tion to It of the Policies of the National Ad- 
ministration.’ 

“What did cause the panic? Writers on 
financial subjects who have given their lives 
and constant attention to matters of thie 
kind, who are able to institute a comparison 
of the present panic with previous panics, 
and wiid are éntirely f with the con- 
ditions preceding all of them, substantially 
agree upon the causes. 

“ Panics and industrial depressions are the 
result of the characteristics of human na- 
ture, which manifest themselves in business 
and elsewhere. The world generally has a 
certain amount of loanable capital available 
for new enterprises or the enlargement of old 
ones. 

How Panics Originate. 

In periods of prosperity, this capital with 
the instrumentalities for enlarging it poten- 
tially by credits is put into new enterprises, 
which are profitable, and the increase in free 
capital goes on almost in arithmetical pro- 
gression. 

After a time, however, expenses of oper- 
ation and wages increase and the profit from 
the new enterprises grows emaller. The 
loanable capital gradually changes its form 
into investments less and leas convertible. 

“For eight or nine months last past there 
were many indications that the loanable 
capital of the world was near exhaustion. 
This result was brought about not only by 
the enormous expen-ion of business plants 
and business investment which could not be 
readily converted, but also by the waste of 
capital in extravagance of living and by the 
Spanish war, the Boer war, and the Russo- 
Japanese war, and in such catastrophes as 
Baltimore and San Francisco. 

It became impossible for the soundest 
railroads and other enterprises to borrow 
money for new construction or reconstric- 
tion. The condition was not confined to this 
country, but extended the world over, and 
was made manifest in the countries of Ru- 
rope even before it wae felt here. 


Dishonesty in High Places. 

‘* Secondly, the conclusion cannot be avoid- 
ed that the revelations of irregularity, 
preaches of trust, stock jobbing, overissues 
of stock, violations of law, and lack of rigid 
state or national supervision in the manage- 
ment of some of our largest insurance com- 
panies, railroad companies, traction com- 
panies, and financial corporations shocked 
investors and made them withhold what 
little loanable capital remained available. 

Such disclosures had much more effect, 
probably, abroad than they had here, be- 
cause here we were able to make distine- 
tions, while there, at a remote distance, the 
revelations created distrust in our whole 
business fabric. 

„When, therefore, two or three institu- 
tions, banks and trust companies supposed 
to be solid, were found to have their capital 
impaired by stock jobbing of their officers 
the public was easily frightened and the run 
upon banks began. 

„The question then became not ond of 
loanable capital, but of actual money to be 
used in the transactions of the day—a differ- 
ent question, though, of course, closely re- 


lated. 
Currency System Too Rigid. 


“Tt would seem that our system of cur- 
rency is not arranged so as to permit its 
volume to be increased temporarily to coun- 
teract the sudden drain of money by the 
hoarding in a panic. 

“It is probable that the stringency which 
reached its height on that dark day of Oct. 
24 might, in part, have been alleviated had 
we had a currency. which could automatical- 
ly elarge itself to meet the tremendous de- 
mand of a day or a week or a month while 
public confidence was being restored. 

“The national administration, together 
with many of the large capitalists of New 
York and elsewhere, put their shoulders 
under the load and by various devices of an 
unusual character have brought about the 
present condition of gradually increasing 
confidence. 

“The injurious consequences to follow

serting. his wife; again took up their long 
flight today. 

The fugitives, who had been living under 
the names of Mr. and Mrs. Gerald Balcom, 
took with them their baby boy, born two 
months ago. Their possessions, won through 
rigid economy during the time Cooke worked 
as a painter and decorator, they left behind 
in their little flat at 1199 Green street. 
Whither the fugitives have gone is not 
known. 

The discovery of the unfrocked preacher 
and his companion was made yesterday, al- 
most accidentally. An acquaintance saw a 
picture published in connection with a dis- 
patch from Louisiana stating that Cooka 
had deserted Floretta Whaley, and recog- 
nized it as that of the young woman whom 
he had met as Mrs. Balcom. 


Pleads for Chance to Flte. 

He allowed his discovery to leak out, and 
a representative from a local newspaper 
called at the home of the unfrocked minfts- 
ter. Cooke admitted_his identity, but sent 
the fragile mother and the baby into another 

, that they might be spared the ordeal 
of the interview. 

“My G——, what an awakening from our 
happiness,“ he exclaimed. ‘‘ Look here: give 
me a chance to get away. I don't mind. Sing 
Sing or hell, but it's she. The child was born 
two months ago and this will kill the moth- 
er.“ 

Then pacing back and forth he poured forth 
the story of his life and his elopement with 
pretty Floretta Whaley. 

What is the use?” he said. The inexor- 
able law will be—must be—maintained.

“ Then I awoke to love, and everything else 
was worthless. You know the end. On the 
one hand was a loveless life with honor and 
position and wealth, and on the other lve 
and poverty.

He pointed to the scantily furnished room. 

“TI don't praise myself for the step I took. 
It was weakness; it was unmanly, but I am 
only human and, as I am to be judged by 
humans, it is but right that they should know 
that I gave up all I had fought for and won. 


Wants Only to Be Left Alone. 

I am doing a man’s work. I have sinned, 
but I have suffered. Now I beg the world to 
let me alone with my wife and child. I can 
five the life of a good citizen. They say I 
am a good decorator. I was kept at work 
long after the other men were let go during 
the financial stringency. I ask the world 
to let me be a painter—nothing more; to do 
a man’s work and enjoy the average society 
and happiness of the average man.” 

Then Cooke pleaded with his interviewer 
for three days’ grace in which he could 
conceal himself and companions. He de-

At the same moment that he made public 
his letter to the mayor, President Farwell 
announced that he had taken measures to 
start prosecutions of both patrons and pro- 
prietors found violating the one hour past 
midnight ordinance at the leading restau- 
rants in the downtown district. He said the 
league would have a force of detectives in or 
near the public eating houses to keep watch 
on the New Year parties.

„We will have watchers at some of these 
places, perhaps at all,” he replied. ‘ 


Not Caused by Pique. 

After some refiection, he added: 

Nobody must make the mistake of sup- 
posing that all the laws the Chicago Law and 
Order league wants enforced are thé state 
laws. We also intend to demand the better 
enforcement of many of the city’s own laws. 

Nor must it be assumed that the reason 
we are going to compel a more drastic en- 
forcement of city ordinances is because of 
pique or anger at our failure, so far, to secure 
enforcement of the state law against the 
Sunday saloon. We will begin on city affairs 
with the New Year's celebration, bécause 
there are about 1,000,000 Chicagoans who 
have been disgusted for years with the intol- 
erable excesses of the New Year's tooters 
and screamers in their downtown saloon

Hon. Fred A. Busse, 
Mayor of Chicago, 
Dear Sir: 

The Chicago Law and Order league calls your 
attention to the fact that for many years it has 
been the custom at the downtown hotels and 
restaurants to welcome the New Year by convivial 
feasts. The custom is to be observed tomorrow. 
It is not the desire of any one connected with this 
league to interfere with the innocent enjoyment 
of any one; indeed, it is recognized that one of the 
problems of metropolitan life is to provide harm- 
lesa amusement for the citizens. But these celebra- 
tions in the past have gone beyond lawful bounds, 
and we ask that you give orders to the police de- 
partment that tomorrow night no violations of the 
law be permitted; that no intoxicating liquor be 
sold to minors or intoxicated persons, and that 
the places of celebration operating under a dram 
shop license be closed promptly at 1 o’clock a. m.

This obetacle to the water power and deep 
waterway program of the state had no fear 
of acts of the legislature, with or without 
emergency clauses, but an act of nature sup- 
plemented the legislation which ordered the 
remova! of obstructions from the Desplaines 
and Ililnois river and there was a “ re- 
moval "’ forthwith. 

The act of nature was a flood and the court 
decision contained a temporary injunction. 


itself pretty effectually, although not per- 
manently, and the Circuit court of Grundy 
county ordered that no further constructive 
work be done until the suit of the state 
against the company has been finally settled. 


Company May Repair Damage. 

By a modification of the order of court the 
company will be allowed to protect what it 
already has done and will be allowed to 
repair the damage done by the flood, but 
there the work must stop, and the construc- 
tion of the private water power plant will 
be suspended until the courts have deter- 
mined whether the river belongs to the state 
or to the private interests. 

The decision granting the temporary in- 
junction came late at night, after an all day 
contest between the attorneys for the state 
and the company before Judge Stough of

With contractors and engineers fighting 
the flood waters of the Desplaines and at- 
torneye fighting the bill of the state, the 
company had a busy time of it, and was 
mostly under water when the day was ended 
by the court decision. 

By the granting of the injunction the 
state is placed in an advantageous position 
to contest the claims of the company and to 
continue its fight to secure the water power

7 State Wins First Bout. 

The contention of the attorneys for the 
state that the two rivers are navigable 
streams and that the leases granted the 
Economy company by the Illinois and Michi- 
gan canal commissioners are invalid and 
worthless have been ‘sustained in the first 
bout, and the state officials are encouraged 
to believe that the two rivers can be cleared 
of obstacles. — 

Before the attorneys for the state could 
file their bill at Morris in the morning ask- 
ing for the injunction to restrain the con- 
struction of the dam at Dresden Heights in 
violation of the navigability act recently 
passed by the legislature, the act of nature 
beat them to it. 

Flood waters came down the Desplaines® 
river, carried out the cofferdams, and filled 
up the excavations of the projected power 
plant. It did pretty effectually, although not 
permanently, what the state hopes to accom- 
plish by acts of the legislature and court de 
cisions. 


Suspect Men of Abetting Nature. 

Officiale of the company, while not wish- 
ing to disparage the effectiveness of an act 
of nature as compared with an act of the 
legistature, believe that a human agency en- 
tered into the removal.“ They suspect 
that the Chicago sanitary district, an ancient 
enemy of the company in matters of legis- 
lation, was behind the act of nature, they 
having no hesitation in saying that the bear- 
trap dam was lowered to release a volume 
of water suddenly and that the Desplaines, 
responding to this accession in strength, 
arose on its hind legs and pawed the coffere 
dams out of the river at Dresden Heights. 

The melting of snow and the rain con- 
tributed to flood the Desplaines, and the 
theory was that the employés in charge of 
the beartrap dam, finding the flood water 
backing up, let it down the valley, where, 
joining with the high water naturally pro- 
duced in the river, it swept on the Dresden 
Heights works and pushed them out. 

About 150 feet of the cofferdam is said to 
have been taken out, although James O. 
Heyworth, the contractor in charge of con- 
struction, estimated that only sixty feet was 
gone.

Flood Starts on Friday. 

High water started to make trouble for 
the company on Friday. The river rose six 
feet above its level and the men in charge 
of the construction were congratulating 
themselves that the worst was over and that 
their dam was safe when a sudden rise of 
two more feet came down the valley and 
swept out the works, 

This two feet, according to the suspicions 
of the contractors and engineers, was con- 
tributed wittingly or unwittingly by the 
sanitary district. Officials of the sanitary 
district confessed to having received in- 
formation that the Economy company was 
in trouble, but denied that they had been 
the cause of any of it. 

The sanitary district has not done any- 
thing to increase the flow of water tin the 
river,” said President R. R. McCormick of 
the board. “It has been the same for a 
month that it is now. I was not surprised 
to hear of the washout. We had a similar 
one last January. The Desplaines river. as 
the sanitary board discovered long ago, is 
subject to enormous and sudden floods, when 
the water rises seven or eight feet. Possibly. 
the persons who are building the dam did 
not take this into consideration. The only 
news we have had of the damage done came

The suit is a result of the Allen-Lants 
navigability bill passed by the legislature 
just before it took its “‘ quasi-recess " Nov, 
26, and is the first move in the effort to clear 
the Desplaines and Illinois rivers of the 
private water power interests. 

In the bill the attorneys for the state re- 
cited that the deeds and leases of the canal 
commissioners to the Kconomy company 
are without authority of law and gre void; 
that the stream is now and always has been 
navigable in fact, and that several acts of . 
the legislature from time to time have recog- 


nized it as such. 

It is contended that the Economy company 
has no riparian rights acquired either from 
the canal commission or from private prop- 
erty owners, but that the Desplaines river 
is one of the streams within the meaning 
of section 14 of the ordinance of 1787, and 

such is a common highway to remain free 
tbr the use of the people. 

It is set forth that the state by the act of 
3830 reserved from sale the bed of the Des- 
plaines river through section 25, township 
84, in Grundy, which includes the site of the 
Dresden Heights property, and is now and 
always has been the owner of the bed of the 
river. The contention is that the sale of 
land was only to the meander line, and that 
title to the bed of the stream, necessary for 
the building of a dam, could not besecured. 


Defense Vainly Seeks Delay. 

Attorney Gilbert E. Porter and Attorney 
M. B. Smith. in asking for a continuance, 
pleaded the fact that they had not had time 
Yo read the bill. The state’s attorneys told 
the court that the work which it was desired 
to stop was now progressing, and Judge 
Gtough ordered the case to proceed.

that the condition of the country makes it 
so much easier to resume business gradu- 
ally, to accumulate capital, and then to, re- 
new the enterprises which had to be aban- 


doned for lack of it. 

„Modern business is conducted on a sys- 
tem of credit which in norma) times in- 
creases the facility with which the work of 
manufacture, production, and sale can be 
carried on a thousand fold beyond the limit 
of earlier days, and enables a total of many 
dillions to rest on a small percentage of 
actual money passed. 

„Every manufacturer, every merchant is, 
under modern conditions, dependent in the 
successful conduct of his business upon bank 
credits extended at regular seasons. 

“The banks themselves in turn acquire 
the means of granting these credits largely 
from the money of their depositors. And in 
loaning some of their deposits, the banks 
rely on the improbability that more than a 
certain part of the deposits will be called for 
at any one time. 

“A lack of public confidence in the banks 
creates a common desire among depositors 
to withdrew their money. A run on the 
banks ensues. The banks then call on their 
debtors, and the tremendous structure, de- 

ding upon credit, tumbles. 
u Gredually reason resumes ite sway, but 
the injury to credit and the blow which has 
been struck at the normal business progress 
has more or less permanence. 


Real Causes of Crash. 


„ And hardly is the panic over, but a fierce 
discussion arises as to the cause of its com- 
ing. With various motives editors and pub- 
lic speakers rush to the front to fasten upon 
something or some one the responsibility for 
what has happened. 

“Tt is entirely natural that, in the condi- 
tion of mind in which the suffering business 
men are left by the great strain and trial, 
such suggestions should receive marked at- 
tention and that the more definitely the per- 
sonality of the scapegoat can be fixed, the 
more pleasure it gives the victims of the 
catastrophe. . 

„This mental attitude of the business com- 
munity is clearly present today. The econom- 
je and political history of the last four years 
gives it especial importance, because it offers 
to certain elements in the business and po- 
litical commurfity an exceptional opportu- 
nity. 2 
„Let me invite your attention to that his- 
tory. It is that of a giant struggle between 
the national administration and certain pow- 
erful combinations in the financial world. 

„These combinations, for lack of a bet- 
ter name, are called ‘trusts.’ They en- 
gaged in different lines of manufacture and 
production, and by assembling large amounts 
of capital into one mass in a particular line 
of business managed, by artful and skillfully 
devised, but illegal methode of duress, to 
exclude competition and monopolize the 
trade. 


Answers Roosevelt’s Critics. 


They became the dictators to great rail- 
roads, however powerful, and by threaten- 
ing a withdrawal of patronage secured un- 
lawful and discriminating rebates, greatly 
increasing their profits and still more com- 
pletely suppressing competition. 

The basis of their original success and 
the maintenance of their power was the vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law and 
the interstate commerce law, and for a time 
both laws were but dead letters upon the 
statute books of the United States. 

The purpose of the administration of Mr. 
Roosevelt was to make those men, however 
powerful and wealthy, to know that the laws 
upon the statute books were living things 
and must be obeyed. 

The fight made by the administration has 
been a noteworthy one. And now, after a 
victory has been won, after there has been 
introduced into the hearts of these trust 
managers and financial opponents of the 
administration, the fear of the law—the panic 
comes on. The agents and sympathizers and 
defenders of the trusts rush forward to place 
the blame of the present conditions upon the 
administration. . 


President Not Enemy of Capital. 


“Let us examine the specifications of 
our opponents now, made to show that the 
adminstratfon is responsible. 

In the first place it is sald that the 
policy of the administration has been di- 
rected for the last four years against or- 
ganized capital, and that it has thereby 
frightened investors. 

“I deny it. The course of the adminis- 
tration has been directed against such or- 
ganized capital as was violating the stat- 
utes of the United States, and no others. 

“The president has condemned the law 
breakers. He has convinced those who hav 
unlawfully accumulated enormous powe 
and capital that they are not immune. He 
has put the fear of the law in their hearts. 

They have been cute enough to attempt 
to protect themselves by givi the im- 
pression that his action has been directed 
against the whole business community. 

Ain, it is said that the rate bill, for 
which the administration is responsible, 
caused the present panic. Could anything 
be more absurd? The object of the rate 
bill was merely to bring the railroads under 
closer supervision of a tribunal which could 
act upon complaints of individuals suffer- 
ing from their injustice. 


Censures Trust Defenders. 


The business men in the past have sym- 
pathized with the effort to eradicate from 
the business system of this country the in- 
fluence of those who have achieved success 
by illegal methods. Is all thisto be changed 
by the panic? 

Is it proposed because of it to repeal 

e rate bill? Shall we dismiss the prosecu- 
tions for violations of the anti-trust law? 
Shall we permit and encourage rebates and 
discriminations by railways? Is this the 
condition of sanity to “which we are invited 
to return? Shall we join in the sneer at 
the fight of the administration for honesty 
and legality in business as a youthful at- 
tempt at an alleged moral regeneration of 
our business system? 

No panic, however severe, can make 
wrong right. Noman who sincerely believed 
the administration right in its measures to 
punish violations of law can now be turned 
from the earnest support of that policy to- 
day. 

“If the abuses of monopoly and discrim- 
ination cannot be restrained; if the concen- 
tration of power made possible by such 
abuses continues and increases, and it is 
made manifest that under the system of in- 
dividualism and private property the tyranny 
and oppression of an oligarchy of wealth can- 
not be avoided, then socialism will triumph 
and the institution of private property will 
perish. * 

Socialism Stayed by President. 

“The administration has been thus far 
successful in showing that dangets from in- 
divMualism can be effectiveiy regulated, and 
that abuses in the exercise of private prop- 
erty can be restrained. Thus a great con- 
servative victory has been won and the 
coming of socialism has been stayed. 

Any one who seeks a retrograde step from 
the policy of the administration on the theory

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QUICK ACTION EXPECTED. 


Speaker Shurtleff Postpones. His 
Campaign, Expecting Speedy 


The republican organization of Cook county 
will avoid acknowledging itself as the parent 
of any primary legislation that may be at- 
tempted at Springfield next month. A bill 
setting forth the ideas of the organization 
may be introduced and it may be drawn by 
the subcommittee of the county central com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, but the 
committee is not likely to recognize {ts off- 
spring publicly. 

Chairman Charles Andrews of the county 
committee, one of the three political mana- 
gers appointed, said yesterday that the sub- 
committee had decided not to take itself 
seriously. 

“We don’t propose to do anything,” he 
said. “ The legislature probably will beable 
to handle the proposition without any ae 
sistance from us and we'll keep out of it.” 

The resolution not to mix in the attempt 
to frame a primary law came suddenly after 
the publication of the fact that a subcom- 
mittee consisting of Mr. Andrews, James 
Pease, and Fred M. Blount had been ap- 
pointed to formulate the Cook county ideas 
and present them in the shape of a bill. 


Shurtleff Expects Quick Work. 

Politicians generally believe that the legis- 
lature will make short work of ite task when 
it reconvenes for consideration of the propo- 
sition on Jan. 14. Speaker Shurtleff has come 
to the conclusion that there will not be a 
great deal of delay and for this reason has 
about decided not to begin his speaking cam- 
paign for the gubernatorial nomination until 
after adjournment. 8 

Several weeks ago he was considering the 
question of resigning as speaker in order 
both that he might be free to begin his tour 
of the counties on Jan. 1 and that he might 
not be accused of trying to influence legisla- 
tion under which he would have to work asa 
candidate. 

The speaker does not profess to know what 
kind of bill will be passed, but suggests that 
the speediest manner in which the state can 
get the Oglesby direct primary bill, if that be 
the one wanted, is for the senate to withdraw 
the amendments it tacked to the measure 
as it was passed by the house. 

Such action on the part of the upper houge 
would leave only the signature of the gover- 
nor lacking to make the law effective with an 
emergency clause. It would leave the na- 
tional delegates within the operation of the 
act, however, and would require that they 
be chosen directly by the people. 


McEwen to Invade All Wards. 


Judge Willard M. McEwen will speak ata 
meeting to be held in the Twenty-fifth ward 
on Friday night, and will make an effort to 
gain votes there, in spite of the declaration 
of the ward organization in favor of Gov. 
Deneen. It is the plan of the McEwen cam- 
paign not to be barred from any ward by the 
indorsement of the organisation in favor of 
the present governor, but to carry the fight 
into all territory which thus declares itself 
as “ hostile.” 

One object to be gained, whether the in- 
vasion pays in votes or not, is to serve notice 
on the different organizations that a declara- 
tion for Gov. Deneen means a fight in their 
territory, which in close districts might re- 
sult in the overthrow of the present party 
managers. *

FRANCIS B. PEABODY SINKING; 
CHILDREN AROUND HIS BED. 


Head of Bond and Momtgage Firm Un- 
conscious and Advanced Age Makes 
His Recovery Extremely Doubtful. 


Francis Bolles Peabody. who was taken 
ill several days ago, was sinking rap'dly last 
night at his residence, 426 Dearborn avenue, 
and his death was hourly expected. He grew 
weaker during the day and he did not regain 
consciousness. All of his children were with 
him. The weight of his 80 years was regard- 
ed as the ohief obstacle to his recovery. 

Mr. Peabody was born in Milford, N. H.. 
Oct. 27, 1827, and was graduated from Trin- 
ity college, Hartford, in 1848. Afterwards 
he studied law under Franklin Pierce. who 
subsequently was president of the United 
States. He married in 1854 Harriet Cutter.in 
Concord, N. H. She died six years ago. 6 
surviving children are Mrs. James L. 
Houghteling, Mrs. Merman B. Butler. Fran- 
cis Stuyvesant Peabody, and Augustus 
Stephen Peabody. 

Admitted to the New Hampshire bar in 
1850. Mr. Peabody practiced law first with his 
brother-in-law, Nathaniel B. Baker, who 
afterwards was governor of New Hampshire, 
and subsequently with William E. Chandler, 
who afterwards became secretary of the 
navy. 

In 1857 Mr. Peabody removed to Chicago. 
First he practiced law. In 1875 he organized 
the firm of Francis B. Peabody & Co., and 
engaged in mortgage loans and investments. 
This firm was succeeded by the present one 
of Peabody, Houghteling & Co. in 1888.

JAMES H. FURMAN died yesterday from 
a stroke of paralysis at his residence, 611 
Hill street, Wilmette.

One Kennedy, engineer of the Sunnyside 
plantation, was immediately deputized as 
sheriff. 

“Put President in Chain Gang.” 

As justice of the peace, this neighboring 
planter then drew a warrant on an affidavit 
which Shelby Wright, one of the Sunnyside 
bosses, signed. Kennedy, the engineer, then 
served the warrant, and by that time Pettek 
was legally arrested according to the laws 
of the state of Mississippi. (God save the 
mark!) 

At the conclusion of this summary court 
proceeding Pettek again showed his card, 
and explained that he was on ground rented 
by a tenant, with the consent of the tenant, 
and had committed no trespass there or 
anywhere else, being engaged in his legiti- 
mate occupation as an employé of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, acting under 
specific instructions of his superior officer, 
the assistant attorney general of the United 
States, and engaged singly and solely in an 
effort to determine whether there had been 
a violation of the law of the United States 
prohibiting peonage or involuntary servitude. 

Thereupon the justice of the peace shouted 
out: It the president of the United States 
comes down here on such an errand we will 
put him in the chain gang, too.“ 


Chain Gang Sentence Passed. 


Several clerks of the commissary store 
were standing around, but it is not quite 
clear whether they were a jury ornot. In 
any event, Pettek, without any opportunity 
to secure advice of counsel, was adjudged 
guilty as one who “ rides, ranges, or hunts” 
across the property of another. 

He was sentenced to three months in the 
chain gang or to pay a fine of $100. He had 
about $50 with him, but he was afraid to 
make an offer of that, because he feared 
that as soon as all his money was out of his 
possession he would be charged with va- 
grancy, and the vagrancy law of Mississippi 
is not a thing to trifle with. 

Pettek was evidently up against the real 
thing. After some negotiation, however, he 
was permitted to telegraph to New Orleans 
for money. The money was promptly for- 
warded to him by telegraph, having been 
furnished by another employé of the de- 
partment of justice, . 

Pettek paid his fine under protest, but the 
funny thing about it was that the fine was 
paid to a Mississippi justice of the peace 
named O'Bannon, located in the town of 
Greenville, where Crittenden & Co. have 
their offices, although the offense, if any, 
was committed in the state of Arkansas. 


Investigation Is Dangerous. 

These are facts, as may be seen by an in- 
spection of the record of the county caurt of 
Lake Village, Ark. An appeal, of course, 
was taken by Pettek, and the case is set 
down for next March. ö 

In the letter received by me from 0. B. 
Crittenden & Co., as stated above, there is 
this sentence; “If you wisu to make this 
investigation we will cordially codperate in 
facilitating it in every way. 

Mr. Pettek was sentenced to three months 
in the chain gang for doing this very thing, 
under the authority of the United States 
government, which this letter asks to have 
done over again by a private individual, 
without that protection.

GOV. SPARKS CALLS SESSION 
OF NEVADA’S LEGISLATURE. 


Executive Says Legislation Needed

afternoon called an extra session of the legis- 
lature to convene Jan. 14, 1908.

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U. S. AND GERMANY ||| 


Prof. John W. Burgess Says 
Both Countries Have 
Same Mission. 


WILL MAKE PEACE SURE. 


Declares for Fatherland’s Com- 
pulsory Military Ed- 
ucation. 


After declaring that his speech did not 
officially reflect the views of either Presi- 
dent Roosevelt or the German emperor, Prof. 
John W. Burgess, first Roosevelt exchange 
professor to Germany, made a strong plea 
last night for a close offensive and defensive 
alliance between the United States and Ger- 
many in an address to the Germanistic so- 
ciety of Chicago. 

He based his plea on the eth bond be- 
tween the two.countries, the sim ty be- 
tween their political institutions, and the 
absolute need of such a union in order that 
each might perform its appointed mission 
to the world. 6 

The mission of the United States he con- 
ceives to be the domination of the Pacific 
and the civilization of Asia, and that of Ger- 
many the rejuvenation of Europe and the 
colonization of Africa. 

The great world mission of the United 
States lies in the Pacific,’’ Mr. Burgess said. 
‘Europe has already, grasped Australasia 
and Africa, but the gteater part of Asia is 
left. It is undoubtedly the ambition of 
Japan to dominate the 700,000,000 Asiatic 
peoples whose future will mean so much to 
the world. It is, however, not for the best 
interests of the world, Asia, or the United 
States that this should be. 


Must Hold the Philippines. 

“Under these circumstances it would be 
a national crime for us to give up the Phil 
ippines. We have already begun our great 
world mission there. We must give to our 
Asiatic dependencies our own civilization 
and raise them, if possible, to the rank of 
a self-governing nation. 

But to continue our work in the Pacific 
we must have a great, powerful, reliable 
friend in the Atlantic. England, however, 
is allied with Japan, and it is conceivable 
that at any time a government may come 
into power in England which would enter 
into an agreement with Japan to divide Asia 
between them. It is needless to say that 
Japan would welcome such a proposition. 
Against the possibility of this it is our duty 
to guard ourselves and to warn the world. 

* Another factor enters into the matter. 
Our relations with the nation which divides 
the northern half of this continent with us 
should make for peace and harmony, but 
that nation is growing in national conecious- 
ness andin power. In twenty-five years she 
will have a population of over 25,000,000 peo- 
ple. Also behind her own formidable strength 
will be the mighty navy of the mother coun- 
try. We must come out of our old notion 
that we are the whole North American con- 
tinent. 


Says ‘Alliance Will Promote Peace. 

The alliance of the United States with the 
German empire will promote the peace of 
the world and insure the harmonious con- 
summation of their policies by demonstrat- 
ing the futility of any antagonistic attitude.“ 

Prof. Burgess stated in conclusion that in 
his recent residence in Germany as Roosevelt 
prolessor ot political science at the Univer- 
pity of Berlin he had had favorabie oppor- 
tunities to ascertain the feeling of all classes 
of Germans, from the emperor and the impe- 
rial chancellor down, toward the United 
States, and he stated that it was particularly 
friendly and favorabie to the closest of re- 
lations. 

Defends Compulsory Service. 


Prof. Burgess at one point left his main 
subject to enter on a vigorous defense of 
German compulsory military service, which 
he declared to be not only one of the greatest 
blessings of Germany, but a good thing for 
the whole of Europe. . 

The blessings to Germany, he said, were 
these: 

It is a school of physical culture which in- 
creases the life of the man who goes through 
it by at least ten years on an average, and 
increases his efficiency 25 per cent. 

Rl isa school of intellectual culture in which 
every company is a class and every regi- 
mem a college. The privates are instructed 
by their officers, who are in turn instructed 
by their superiors. 

It is a school of morals in which every 
young man is compelled for the term of his 
service to live a life pure, clean, and free 
from dissipation. 

It is a school of patriotism in which every 
man, high or low, is inspired with the noblest 
of emotions and impressed with high, un- 
selfish ideals. 

It is a school of manners which transforms 
the rudest peasant into something like a 
gentleman. 

It brings men from every part of the great 
empire in close personal contact and results 
in a network of friendships which cement 
the nation, composed of many sovereign 
states, into a woral and physical unit. 

Its greatest benefit, however, is to the world 
at large, for it is a powerful engine which 
guarantees the peace of Europe. 

We must dissociate the ideas of peace 
and disarmament, said Mr, Burgess. Ger- 
many’s disarmament today would mean Eu- 
ropean war.“

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WANTS SCHOOLS IN CHURCHES 


Dr. Gunsaulus Says Every Tem- 
ple Should Have Kindergarten 


WRONG WAYS IN EDUCATION 


Development of Intelligence Better 
Than Training of Memory. 


Eetablishment of free kindergartens in all 
the churches of Chicago until such time as 
the public schools can take up thie branch 
of education was suggested last night by Dr. 
Frank W. Guneaulus, president of the Ar- 
mour institute of technology and pastor of 
the Central church. 

Dr. Guneaulus spoke at the Men’s club of 
the People's Liberal cnurch on The New 
Education in America. 

“The kindergarten idea, he said, is the 
expression of the best method found in our 
educational system. It must be spread into 
all education to make the ideal American 
that the world ig looking for. Its funda- 
mental value lies in its development of the 
constructive imagination. 

Let the public schools go on furnishing 
fundamental training for special work. 
Somehow, somewhere, we must do what the 
public schools will not do. 


Blunders in the Schools. 
“Telling a boy 2 and 2 makes 4 wil! not 
make an. American out of him. Our educa- 
tional system. develops a boy's capacity to 
inemorize—one of the smallest attributes of a 
man. It makes egotistic little fops of learn- 


ing. 
** Nine-tenths of the examinations in the 


| schools should be abolished. Nothing is so 


psychologically wrong. We must have the 
system that draws out—the human system 
and the human teacher. A man may be in- 
formed and not educated. 

Now I have studied boys that have been 
through the kindergartens. A child's garden 
—that is what it is. Children are not little 
men any more than a bud isa Mttle apple. 


Kindergartens in Churches. 

“I would have all the churches take over 
the kindergartens until the schools could 
do their duty. We have Jews, Mohamme- 
dans, fire worshipers, and what not, here 
in Chicago, who object to the teaching of 
the bible in the schools. They may be right. 
I have no business to be making much of 
this until my own church goes the way of the 
Nazarene peasant, getting into the interior 
of the little ones, wooing that which made 
God give them life, finding that everlasting 
spring of living water that the Master speaks 
of 


“The attitude of the kindergarten child 
toward nature will last him all his life. To 
such a one nature is fulbof thinking things— 
symbols.The real thing is the spiritual thing. 
The appearance is the physical. By and by 
the sun shall shine no more by day nor the 
moon by night. Where will you be in a 
world like that? You do not know the reality 
of things as these children see them. You 
are deaf and blind. 


Joy Needed by Everybody. 

“The joy belle ring for these children. 
And joy is what we need more than any- 
thing else. We take our play as if we were 
going to the cemetery. Awaken the heart 


and the soul to the meaning of life before the 


nature is already seared and closed by super- 
stition and learning and a multitude of facts. 
This idea must be carried out through all 
education to the complete emancipation and 
training of the man. 


Calls Socialism a Menace. 

Dr. Gunseulus paid his respects to social- 
ism in stern After tracing the 
idea of the American personality and civili- 
gation through all history and giving illus- 
trations of the great men the country hae 
produced, he said: 

What ig socialism in the light of this 
personal necessity to a nation’s progress and 
greatness? It proposes there shall be a pool- 
ing of personalities and such a reassignment 
of the personal element as shall constitute 
a result large and comprehendaiye entity 
called the state. A million m will not 
get nearer to plus. They would take out of 
a men the inspiration of his own imaginative 
life. You might as well pool love as imagina~ 
tlon. God save us from such arrogant blas- 
phemy of the grandeur of human nature and 


| the program of heaven! It is a theory of 


peril and awful menace.

TRY SUICIDE IN THEIR CELLS 


Prisoner Uses Muffler as Noose, 
Another Butts the Floor. 


ONE DEAD, OTHER DYING. 


Despondency from Illness and Idleness 
Causes Other Tragedies, 


Two prisoners attempted suicide in their 
cells in Chicago police stations last evening. 
One succeeded, hanging himself by a muffler 
from a crossbar of his cell door, the other 
dashed his head against the floor until he 
lost consciousness and it is believed he will 
not recover. 

Peter Collins, a teamster, believed to have 
been slightly demented, was the man who 
committed suicide by hanging himself in a 
cell at the Hudson avenue station. He had 
appeared at the station shortly after 7:30 
o’clock and told Desk Sergeant Hayes of be- 
ing followed by three men who he believed 
had been sent to kill him. 

Hayes sent a policeman with Collins to the 
latter’s home in Larrabee, near Elm street, 
but they were unable to find it. Collins then 
was locked up and half an hour later his 
body was found suspended in his cell. He 
was 29 years old. 


Wants to Write “Dying Message.” 

Oscar Flink, 40 years old, entered the Har- 
rison street station about 9 o'clock in the 
evening and told Lieut. Bonfield that he 
wanted paper and pen so he could write“ his 
dying message. [In the hope of ascertain- 
ing the man’s address, the lieutenant granted 
his request. Then Funk asked that the 
blinds be lowered, as he did not want any one 
from the outside to witness his act. This re- 
quest also was granted, but when he de- 
manded that all but himself leave the —_ 
he was placed in a cell with a fellow prisoner. 

Not long afterward screams were heard. 
Rushing to Flink's cell, George IL. Keap, 
lockup keeper, found Flink lying on the cell 
floor in a pool of blood and his fellow pris- 
| oner, John Grimes, in a corner screaming 
with fright. Grimes said his cellmate had 
rammed his head against the floor until un- 
conscious. 

After several minutes Flink recovered con- 
sciousness long enough to gasp: 

“Give my mother, at 16 Sedgwick court, 
my dying message; tell her and the family I 
forgive them.“ 

Then he lapséd into unconsciousness and 
was taken to the Detention hospital. 


Seamstress Inhales Gas. 
Miss Ida Rich, 30 years old, committed 
suicide in the evening by detaching a rub- 


| ber tube leading from a chandelier to a table 


lamp in her room and inhaling the gas. She 
lived at the home of O. H. Kruger, 504 West 
Buren street. 
. is thought to have,ended her life while 
in a fit of despondency brought on by illness. 
She was a seamstress in one of the depart- 
ment stores. 
Found in Park Lagoon. 

Fred Keschel, 45 years old, who lived at 
1257 West Sixteenth street, was found dead 
floating in the shallow water under the 
bridge in Douglas park in the afternoon and 
is believed to have committed suicide. The 
police learned he had been in poor health for 
several years and his wifé said he often was 
despondent. He was a stone mason until 
his failing health compelied him to give up his 


work. 
Death Ends Quest for Work. 

Because he was unable to obtain employ- 
ment Ernest Knuth, 40 years old, a laborer, 
committed suicide by swallowing carbolic 
acid at his home, 241 Clifton avenue. For 
several days he had walked the streets in 
search for employment and each evening 
returned tired and discouraged.

One of the Two Talkers Discusses Re- 
moving of Evidence. 


An intercepted telephone conversation, 
overheard by a well known north side wom- 
an, and related yesterday to the police, 
throws a new light on the relationship that 
is supposed to have existed between Miss 
Anna Nolan and Mrs. Ruth E. Laughlin. 

The woman who overheard this conversa- 
tion says she does not make a practice of 
listening at the telephone, but the first sen- 
tence aroused her curiosity. She had not even 
read of the case in the newspapers. When 
she related the details of the conversation to 
her husband he. being an attorney, at once 
recognized its significance, and on his recom- 
mendation she put down word for word the 
conversation as nearly as she could recall it. 

The conversation, the police believe. took 
place between Mrs. Laughlin and a woman 
physician who was brought into the case. 
The police already had attached much sig- 
nificance to the circumetance that Mrs. 
Laughlin made an unsuccessful attempt to 
secure laudanum for Miss Nolan. The con- 
vergation was overheard Friday night short- 
ly after Mrs. Laughlin and Attorney M. D. 
Brown-—who with herself and A. F. Kelley 
is in jail. under charges of conspiring to de- 
prive Miss Nolan of $10,000 worth of real 
estate—had made an unsuccessful attempt to 
visit Mise Nolan at St. Bernard's hospital. 


Conversation as It Was Heard. 


This is the conversation as it was over- 
heard, Mre. Laughlin supposed to be the first 
speaker: 

“I want to have a talk with you, but this 
is a public telephone and I am afraid of be- 
ing heard.“ 

Well, never mind, we understand one an- 
i (Supposed to be the the woman physi- 
cian.) 

“She is still unconscious at the hospital, 
but Dr. Berry says she may recover. 

“I hope so. I hope nothing dreadful will 
happen.“ 5 

Lou remember when you sent for me that 
night to give her those drops? It is those 
drops they are making the fuss cbout. How- 
ever, we won't get into trouble because when 
they search the place they won't find any- 
thing, for we have cleaned the place. So 
that is all right. And then Brown. O, any 
attorney in town will take, the case.“ 

The remainder of the conversation related 
to a dog that belonged to Miss Nolan and 
which Mrs. Laughlin was caring for. 


Miss Nolan Improving. 

Miss Nolan is Improving in health. She re- 
peated yesterday that she never had entered 
into a contract with Brown, the aged at- 
torney, or knowingly signed any papers 
transferring her estate to Mrs. Laughlin, 

Detective Cavanaugh of the Englewood 
station went to the hospital in the morning 
and questioned Miss Nolan regarding At- 
torney Brown’s statement that Miss Nolan 
knowingly and willingly had signed papers 
releasing her claim on her real estate. 

It's false. Every word of it is untrue,” 
she said. “‘I never signed any papers, or 
never entered into any contract with either 
Brown, Mrs. Laughlin, or Kelley to my 
knowledge.”’

A 
series of explosions was heard by several 
girls employed in the plant of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company, directly across 
the street. The girls, Misses Amanda Klin- 
cher, 324 North Robey street; Elizabeth 
Cush, 961 West Thirteenth street; Lillian 
Walton, 1627 North Western avenue; and 
Emma Budnick, 729 West Fourteenth place, 
notified their superintendent, A. R. Elliott, 
who turned in an alarm. 

By the time the firemen arrived the entire 
building was in flames, the fire having spread 
upward through a rear elevator shaft. Other 
calls brought nearly fifty engines to the 
fire, 


Firemen’s Spectacular Fight. 

The seven story building of Lamm & Co., 
tailors, ad joining the burning building on the 
south, was utllized by the firemen as a point 
from which to fight the fire and lead after 
lead of hose was dragged into the tailor build- 
ing and the firemen from corresponding floors 
to those in the burning structure poured wa- 
ter in the furnace of fire. 

Meanwhile, led by Chief Horan, several 
companies of firemen, standing up to their 
knees in water and with endless streams from 
the upper floors immersing them—fought the 
fire from the lower floors. The fire was soon 
under control. 

By their action in thus preventing a spread 
of the flames the firemen held to their record 
of the year in not allowing any fire to get 
beyond their.control. Traffic on the Adams 
street car line was suspended during the 


fire. 

Blaze in Canal Street. 

The Monarch dullding, @ three story brick 
structure at 19 and 21 Canal street, was de- 
stroyed by fire in the evening, the loss being 
estimated at $15,000. That the fire was not 
more serious—because of the lack of fuel 
on the engines—was due to the foresight 
of employés of the Machinists’ Supply com- 
pany, who were making a stock inventory. 
When apprised of the situation they dele- 
gated a dozen boys with bags and boxes to 
carry coal and relieve the engines. The 
presence oi the fire tug IDllingoia did much 
to keep the fire within bounds.

Zimri Dwiggins Remembered for 
Operations in Chicago. 


ALL HIS BANKS FAILED IN’93 


Home in Recent Years at Lincoln, Neb.; 
Optimist Like Col. Sellers. 


Zimrt Dwiggins, who will be remembered 
by Chicagoans as a banker of a meteoric 
career, died yesterday in Lincoln, Neb., 
where he had resided for ten years. He was 
65 years old. ‘ 

Dwigsins came into prominence in Chi- 
cago through his connections with the old 
Columbia National bank and a string of 
banks in small cities in Indiana, all of which 
failed in the panic of 1893. He came to Chi- 
cago in 1888 from Oxford, Ind., where he waa 


‘born, and where he had achieved a coneid- 


erable reputation as a banker. 

In this city he first formed the United 
States bank, with a capital of §200,000, but 
after a short time the name was changed to 
the Columbia National, with Dwiggins as 
president, and the capital was increased 
eventually to $1,000,000. The stock was sold 
broadcast throughout the country by bro- 
Kers. At the same time Dwiggins expanded 
his.chain of country banks. 

Succumb Quickly to Panic. 

When the panic of 1893 struck the west the 
Columbia National and the Dwiggins country 
banks were among the first to go under. On 
May 16 the Columbia closed its doors with lia- 
bilities of $2,500,000. W. C. Niblack was ap- 
pointed receiver, and in 1900 the affairs ofthe 
institution were finally wound up after a pay- 
ment to the creditors of 73 cents on the dollar. 

Dwiggins was indicted by the Benton 
county (Ind.) grand jury in 1894 on charges 
of the misuse of the funds of his string ot 
country banks, but the case never came to 
trial. In 1885 he left Chicago, going first to 
lowa and later to Nebraska, where he be- 
came agent for a life insurance company. 


optimist Like Col. Sellers. 


Personally Dwiggins is recalled by those 
who knew him intimately as a lovable man 
with the optimism of a Col. Sellers.

he Colonial is licensed to seat 1,447 persons. 

On the main floor the inspector found one 
extra seat and three illegally narrow seats. 
Between the last row of seats and the wall 
there were two rows of movable chairs, di- 
vided into what the theater people cal) 
“loges.” As a matter of fact, they are not 
loges in any sense of the term. The chairs 
are on the same leveF as the other seats, 
from which they are separated only by an 
imaginary line. 

In the second balcony the most serious vio- 
lation was found. At the back of the bank 
of seats the inspector found twenty-nine 
extra movable wooden chairs. Altogether 
the seating capacity of the house was raised 
in these ways to 1,477. 


City’s Order Defied. 

The inspector reported his discoveries to 
Commissioner Downey, and early in the aft- 
ernoon a letter was dispatched to Mr. Lederer 
ordering him to remove the illegal seats. 

“The only thing the department called 
attention to was three seats that the in- 
spector said were an inch too narrow,” said 
Mr. Lederer. Those seats were approved 
by former buiiding commissioner, but 
rathe? than have any trouble we will change 
them.

Verdict Is Even After Ten 
Fast and Grueling Rounds 
in the Ring. 


BATTLE AT MILWAUKEE. 


Whirlwind Attack of Miner 
Nearly Ends Contest in the 
Ninth Session.

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 30.—[ Special. ]—In 
one of the flercest ring battles ever fought 
in this city and before the largest crowd 
ever assembled for such a fight here, Billy 
Papke of Spring Valley, II., and Hugo 
Kelly of Chicago fought a ten round draw 
tohight. A great number of the spectators 

‘thought Papke entitled to the decision, but 
in general the decision of Referee Hogan 
was well received. 

The Spring Valley miner justified in every 
way his reputation as a whirlwind fighter, 
while the Italian did not fight to his cus- 
gomary form. Occasionally there would be 
fiashes of his old speed and cleverness, but 
in general he showed the effects of his long 
rest between fights, and the effort he was 
forced to make to reach the weight, 154 
pounds at 3 o'clock.

Kelly Fights Well at Start.

mand Payment of $1,000 
to New Orleans. 


MAY CAUSE GREAT STIR. 
President Johnson Talks of 
Ways to Collect Assessment; 
Meeting Next Week. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 


A matter which is likely to cause more 
stir at the meeting of the national commis- 
sion next week than the request of. the 
American association for a Chicago fran- 
chise is the nonpayment of a fine of $1,000 
imposed by the commission on the New York 
National league club some time ago. 

The Giants were assessed that sum of 
money to reimburse the New Orleans club 
of the Southern league for damages alleged 
to have been inflicted by the Giants’ refusal 
to play the series arranged with the Phila- 
delphia Athleties in the Crescent city last 
spring. Manager McGraw forfeited one 
game and réfused to play the rest with 
“ Chief’ Zimmer as umpire. 

President Brush of the Giants never has 
paid that fine, and reports have come out of 
New York that he would refuse to pay it 
and contest the matter in the courts if neces- 
sary. Whatever the truth of those reports, 
the commission has not received the $1,000 
fine, and, according to President Johnson 
of the Americam league and a member of the 
commission, that body intends to inquire 
into the matter at its next meeting. 

Ways to Compel Payment. 
There are plenty of ways to compel the 
collection of that fine,“ said Mr. Johnson. 
A few clubs have been dilatory in the past 
and we have waited a reasonable time, then 
adopted measures which resulted in payment 
of the delayed fines within twenty-four 
hours. At the time the fine was imposed 
on the New York club it was Mr. Herr- 
mann's idea to give the club a reasonable 
time to pay it. Something like six weeks 
have elapsed, which probably will be con- 
sidered sufficiently reasonable.“ 

Regarding the request of the American as- 
sociation for permission to locate in Chicago, 
President Johnson said he did not think that 
circuit would include Chicago, and made it 
plain he did not think the commission was 
the proper place to apply for such permis- 
sion. He thought the territorial rights of 
the association were defined by the national 
agreement. 

“The American association cannot locate 
in Chicago,“ he said, without withdrawing 
from the national agreement, unless that doc- 
ument is amended and it cannot be amend- 
ed by the national commission. To amend the 
agreement requires the consent of the National 
league, the American league, and the National 
Association of Minor Leagues, to which the Amer- 
ican association belongs. 

President Murphy of the Chicago Nationals sald 
he could not see his way clear to consent to the 
location of an American association club in Chi- 
cago if the proposition was put up to him for 
decision at any time. out of consideration for the 
American league, which already was on record as 
opposed to it. 

President Comiskey of the White Sox merely re- 
peated his epigram: ‘*‘ The situation is a delicate 
one. Nobody wired me to come here.

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HINTS OF CLAYTON SUICIDE 


Woman Was Hysterical on the 
Night of Her Disappearance. 


HAD-OFTEN MADE THREATS. 


Chemist Delays Report but Asks Ques- 
tion as to Use of Drugs. 


[BY A @8TAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Janesville, Wis., Dec. 30.—[Special.j—“ She 
laughed and cried alternately. She was 
clearly hysterical. I did not see her, but 
heard the noise when I passed through the 
hall, and wondered what was wrong.“ 

This was the substance of the testimony 
offered by Mrs. Sarah Jackman, 205 South 
Franklin street, where Madelyn Odell Clay- 
ton roomed with her husband, Fred J. Clay- 
ton, the clairvoyant, the night of her disap- 
pearance. , 

This gave the coroner’s jury a clearer in- 
sight into the woman's actions and general 
demeanor than anything else offered. It 
caused one of the jurors to remark that 
either suicide or an open verdict would be 
found at the resumption of the investigation 
Friday morning. 

Like the phyeicians who held the autopsy, 
Dr. E. G. Smith, professor of chemistry at 
Beloit college, who is making a chemical 
analysis of the stomach, also is guessing. 
Today he telephoned Acting Coroner Tall- 
man that he could make no accurate dlagno- 
sis of the stomach until Friday. At the 
game time he inquired of Chief of Police 
Appleby whether the woman was accus- 
tomed to taking cocaine or other dangerous 
. The authorities regard this as signifi- 
ca 

Corroborate Clayton’s Story. 

Mrs. Jackman, as most other witnesses 
called, was summoned without the knowledge 
of Clayton. The fact that they corroborated 
his every statement, were profuse in their 
praises of him, and stated tifings to indicate 
that she was a frivolous, whimsical, and im- 
puisive woman tended to created a good im- 
pression for Clayton. 

District Attorney Fisher went into the in- 
vestigation hammer and tongs, and put at 
Clayton all the suggestions made by inex- 
perienced newspaper reporters, even to the 
extent of inainuating that she was killed 
by a hat pin wound in the brain and that 
Clayton struck her down at Beloit. Chief 
Appleby swore the brain showed no injury. 
Mrs. Margaret Kemp, proprietress of the 
Savoy house at Beloit, where the alleged 
assauh was sald to have taken place, seem- 
ingly unwilling and by no means a friend- 
ly witness to Clayton, testified that he al- 
ways wes kind and treated her with the ut- 
most consideration. 

Mre. Emme Hayes, 5118 Indiana avenue, 
Chicago, told about the dead woman having 
taken carbolic acid with suicidal intent four 
years ago, and that she was in the Engle- 
wood hospital for two weeks as a result. 

The dead woman's mother made a similar 
stat ut. , 

Thé impression is that Mrs. Clayton took 
her life because Clayton showed her a news- 
paper clipping referring to the silly actions of 
a woman and saying: That's just like you.“ 


Clayton Tells Story of His Life. 

District Attorney Fisher took Clayton back 
to the day of his birth and had him repeat 
minutely almost every important incident in 
his life. Clayton talked unhesitatingly and 
even mentioned matters that would have 
been better left unsaid. However, it operated 
in hie favor and led the authorities to place 
him in the class of the “ injured innocents,” 
anxious to reveal everything regardless of 
probable damage. 

Mre. McKay said her daughter carried no 
life insurance and she had no reason to sus- 
pect any one of killing her. 

Drs. Gibson and Edden swore Mrs. Clayton 
did not die from drowning, but adm! tted they 
could not determine the cause of her death. 
They said the brain showed no injury.

Woman Finds Way to Rescue 
Four from Electrocution. 


MEN, HELPLESS, STAND BY. 


Young Heroine Refuses to Allow Any- 
one to Learn Name. : 


New York, Dec. 30.—[Special.J—A wontat’s’ 
quick wit and a pair of rubber shoes today 
saved four persons from possible death by 
electrocution. Not only was the unknown 
heroine's thinking put to a test, but her 
bravery as well, for it was she who handled 
the deadly live wire, pulling it away from 
the helpless victims. 

The woman was one of the many passen- 
gers who alighted from a car in Williams~ 
burg, where a telephone wire had fallen 
over one of the trolley feed wires and was 
dangling over the sidewalk, holding in its 
meshes John P. Daly, 11 years old; William 
Lynch, aged 18; John Lenahan, and James 
Dugan. All of them were insensible from 
shock and more or less burned. 

A crowd of men were standing around, 
helpless to give aid, wHile others were 
searching in all directions for something 
with which to handle the dangerous wire. 
The men had tried sticks and other utensils, 
but without success. 

Then the young woman stooped in the 
shelter of a telegraph pole, and in a minute 
reappeared, holding a pair of rubbers in her 
hand. 

„Use these,” she urged, but the crowd of 
men held back. 

The young woman inserted her hands in- 
side the goloshes, and, handling the dan- 
gerous wire boldly, soon had its colle freed 
from the bodies of the young men. She tied 
the wire neatly around the telegraph pok. 

When Policeman John Balton asked for her 
name she declined to give it.

Daniel Maguire Taken by Boston Po- 
lice for Crime Committed in Chi- 
cago in 1905.

DARROW MAY ESCAPE KNIFE. 


Chicago Attorney Arrives at Los An- 
geles—Physician Says an Operation 
Probably Will Not Be Necessary. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 30.—Clarence Dar- 
row of Chicago arrived here today from 
Boise, Idaho, expecting to have an opera- 
tion for mastoiditis performed. After ex- 
amining his patient at the California hos- 
pital, Dr. Haynes said in all probability an 
operation would not be necessary.

Mrs. von Elbe Accuses Husband. 


The professor had heard rumors of the 
perversity of Prince Philip zu Eulenburg 
even during the life of Bismarck, but the 
name of Von Moltke was never mentioned in 
connection with these matters. Mrs. von 
Elbe told him that her former husband, the 
count, loved Zu Eulenburg more than he did 
herself. 

The professor swore Mrs. von Elbe desired 
particularly that Harden be introduced to 
her. When this had béen done she made cer- 
tain stateménts, which were duly reproduced 
in good faith, it is clafmed, in the articles 
Harden published in Die Zukunft with the 
purely political object of dissolving the al- 
leged objectionable camarilla surrounding 
the emperor. 

Prof. Schweninger deposed that he was 
much astonished when, following the ap- 
pearance of these articles, the excitement 
against Harden broke out. He could not 
understand the reason, as the articles were 
not intended to have a personal but a political 
significance. 


Attack Character of Mrs. von Elbe. 


The state then introduced witnesses whose 
testimony tended to discredit Mrs. von Elbe. 
Her former paid companion, Miss Mal, said 
Mrs. von Elbe was an unreliable woman, and 
that she had suffered. much at her hands. 
Other witnesses, both women of high birth 
and servants, were put on the stand in an 
effort to tear down Mrs. von Elbe's charac- 
ter. Then a physician attached to the law 
courts gave the expert opinion that he had 
not observed the least foundation for the 
accusation of abnormality against Von 
Moltke. 

After this unt von Moltke himself 
took the stand. He declared he had hardly 
slept for two months. He réjected the 
statement that he habitually used cosmetics 
to beautify his appearance, but said he was 
in the habit of using smelling salts. 

He explained the notorious handkerchief 
incident by declaring that, owing to the 
jealousy of his wife, he refrained for sev- 
eral weeks from visiting Zu Eulenburg’s 
house, although his office was in the building. 
After a scene with his wife one day he 
picked up a handkerchief belonging to Zu 
Eulenburg and kissed it in an affectionate 
manner, to see whether or not this would 
provoke an outbreak of jealousy from the 
countess. ' 

The taking of evidence then came to an 
end, and the- case was adjourned. The 
final pleadings will be heard tomorrow, and 
judgment probably will be rendered on 
Thursday.

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THE PUBLIC GROWS WEARY. 

It is reported that the traction com- 
panies hesitate about through routing 
The companies insist, so it is 
said, that the experiment,“ as they are 
pleased to call it, be tried on one line at 
a time. If it works out to their satisfac- 
tion then they will proceed with another, 
and so on. 

The public has believed that this was 
a settled question. The council, in grant- 
ing new franchises, stipulated that there 
must be a new system of hauling passen- 
gers. Twenty-one through routes over 
the lines of the Union Traction, the Chi- 
cago City railway, the Consolidated, and 
the Chicago General railway were pro- 
vided for in the ordinances. Moreover, 
a comprehensive system of transfers was 
agreed to. 

When it was announced a few days 
ago that the Union Traction’s difficulties 
had been surmounted the public felt re- 
HNeved. Supplementing this fact came the 
news that the board of supervising engi- 
neers promised to the people through cars 
from one section of the city to another, 
and there was rejoicing. To haye the 
companies now demur to the plan is more 
than exasperating. 

The ordinances of last February pro- 
vide, too, that the city shall have the 
right to remove any track the further 
maintenance of which is no longer war- 
ranted by the traffic or “reasonably re- 
quired in the operation of the street rail- 
way system.” As there exists more than 
a mile of unnecessary’ tracks in the most 
congested part of the downtown district, 
attention of the ¢ouncil is called to this 
menace to vehicle traffic. The old rails, 
the dangerous old cable slots, should be 
made to go. They serve only to bring 
about accidents and to remind citizens of 
their former tameful submission to the 
traction interests. 

Another day has gone by without pro- 
ducing a single sign of the abandonment 
of Michigan avenue for the use of street 
car tracks. The street railway people 
say they are anxious to turn their route 
into Garland court, to Washington street, 
and thence to Wabash avenue again. 
The board of supervising engineers claims 
the plan is an admirable one. - Still the 


city is taking no steps to bring about the 


desired change. 

The public is growing heartily sick of 
having to yield to the tardiness of those 
who are responsible for the operation of 
the same old bumping cars, the same old 
offensive ‘tracks, the same old careless 
and indifferent manner of hauling pas- 
sengers. 


RAILWAY BUILDING. 

A table recenfly published in Tue 
TRIBUNE showed in comparison the new 
railway mileage of 1907 ard 1906. The 
work done in the different states and ter- 
ritories was indicated, the net figures 
marking a shrinkage in construction dur- 
ing the last year. The mileage added in 
1906 was 5,623; that of 1907 was 5,220. 

The distribution of this nearly 11,000 
miles of construction has a good deal 
more of interest eonnected with it than 
is afforded by the mere comparison of fig- 
ures which show the activity of consecu- 
tive years. A study of the table gives a 
pretty clear idea of the development of 
the country. For there is a natural con- 
nection between the movement of popu- 
lation and the exploiting of the resources 
of a region and the construction of new 
lines of railway. From euch a point of 
view one would expect to find the west- 
ern states taking a great lead over the 
older parts of the country. 

A study of the table shows that when 
the mileage for the last two years is com- 
bined the leading states, in order, are 
Tekas, South Dakota, Louisiana, Nevada, 
Florida, North Dakota, and Washington, 
in each of which more than 425 miles of 
new track was laid, Texas being far in 
the van with nearly 1,000 miles. A fur- 
ther examination reveals a surprising 
activity in the southern states generally, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Georgia, Virginia, 
and West Virginia making creditable ad- 
vances along with the states mentioned 
in the other list. 

California, Idaho, Montana, New Mex- 
Jeo, and Oklahoma are being opened up 
more and more by new roads, the dis- 
tances in all of these being greater than 
in the older, more settled parts of the 
country. But it is distinctly surprising 
to note how little railway construction is 
credited to the east. New Hampshire, 


Vermont, Rhode Island, Connecticut, and 


Delaware do not appear in the list at all. 
In Maine, New York, and Maryland the 
showing is smal]. In Pennsylvania alone 
of the northern Atlantic states as many 
as 150 miles were constructed. 

No doubt there would be another story 
if the record were given of the develop- 
ment of traction lines. These are being 
constructed everywhere in the older 
states. They are making a network of 
their wires for many miles. They are 
carrying much of the local passenger 
traffic and are proving factors to be rec‘x- 
oned with in the handling of freight, ex- 
press matter, and mail. In some places 
they are forcing the electrification of 
steam roads to meet their competition. 

But the fact remains none the less 
that the building of the railroads gives a 
pretty correct indication of the parts of 
the country which are being rapidly de- 
veloped under the pressure of increasing 
populatiqn and expanding industry. 
What has been accomplished in two years 
is a suggestion also of what may be ex- 
pected in the immediate future. The im- 
perial domain of Texas is being opened 
to a great population. The newer west- 
ern states are only beginning to show 
their possibilities. The southern states, 
long held back in their development, are 
pushing forward at a rapid rate. 


CHICAGO REAL ESTATE. 


While the real estate figures for the 
closing year are of an exceedingly encour- 
aging character, showing a materia gain 
over those of last year in the face of un- 
favorable conditions in the money mar- 
ket during a large part of the year, the 
greatest couragement to owners and 
brokers is be found in the thoroughly 
healthy condition of the market and the 
inviting opportunities it offers to invest- 
ors. 

The market is healthy because it rests

New York has had its fling, the Pacific 
coast cities have indulged in an era of 
widespread speculation, while Chicago has 
pursned the even tenor of its way, build- 
ing commercially and industrially, but 
neglecting its real estate interests.

RECENT NOTES OF SCIENCE. 


The demand for aluminium still exceeds the 
supply.

The Russian soldiers are each to be fur-

A combined tender and floating dock for 
submarines was launched at Kiel the other 
day. It consists of two parallel hulls bound 
together. The tender has a crane capable 
of hoisting 500 tons from deep water. It has 
a speed of tweive knots.

league, and to consent to head it as its pro- 
tector. 

The league is an ever growing and most 
influential organization, founded by Dori Al- 
fonso of Bourbon, younger brother ot the 
legitimist Spanish pretender; Don Carlos, 
and one of the most y daring com- 
masters of the insurgent forces in the last 
two Carlist wars. Don Alfonso has always 
made his home in Austria, and it is there 
and in Germany that he has been most ac- 
tive and most successful in his propaganda. 


—— 

He has managed to obtain expressions of 
good will from most of the continental rulers, 
but so far has found it impossible to induce 
any one of them to actually join bis aay gs 
This will be readily understood when it 18 
explained that in spite of the laws of the 
land against dueling, laws for the execution 
of which the sovereign is primarily respon- 
sible, ethics social. and military compel the 
monarchs in their capacity of commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy to punish the 
refusal of an officer to fight a duel, by re- 
quiring the surrender of his commission, 
with the alternative of dismissal. It has 
therefore beefi obviously impossible for any 
of these sovereigns to join an international 
league against dueling when they are obliged 
to dismiss officers who refuse to fight duels, 

That Victor Emmanuel should have con- 
‘sented to become the protector of the league 
must be regarded under the circumstances 
as a new, and altogether sensational de- 
parture. For it means that as generalis- 
simo of the Italian army he will no longer 
require his officers to forfeit their commis- 
sions if they refuse to accept cartels, and to 
fight duels, and inaugurates an altogether 
new code of ethics and of honor in the 
Italian army and navy, and incidentally in 
Italian society. 

— 

In this he ts supported by some of the most 
notable men of the peninsula, as, for in- 
stance, Prince Doria, head of the historic 
and patrician house of that name; . tne 
Prince Marc Antony Colonna, head of the 
Colonna family, the duke of Torlonta, and 
some two score generals and admirals on 
the retired list, besides senators, former 
cabinet ministers, and politicians galore, 
Until now no officer on the active list has 
ventured to join the league, fearing that it 
would entail his dismissal, But the king’s 
action in accepting the virtual presidency 
of the league has banished all such appre- 
hensions. 

In Spain the chief of the national branch 
of the league is the ex-premier, Don Montero 
Rios, president of the senate-and chief of 
the Spanish delegation of the American- 
Spanish peace commission of 1898, and 
among the members are such grandees as the 
duke of Ballen, formerly ambassador to 
Austria, the duke of Ossuna, and the former 
minister of finance, poet, and playwright, 
Echegary, winner of the Nobel prize, and 
who, not content with his active member- 
ship of the league, has written a popular 
drama against the duello, which has been 
played to enthusiastic applause throughout 
the country. Besides these the league com- 
prises many generals, admirals, and knights 
of the Order of San Fernando, which is the 
Spanish equivalent of the Vietorſa cross in 
England, and only conferred for acts of such 
conspicuous bravery ae to savor of heroism. 


Emperor Nicholas, “While he has not joined 
the league, has addressed a letter to Don 
Alfonso of Bourbon, its president, express- 
ing his sympathy with the aims and en- 
deavors of the prince, and sanctioning the in- 
auguration of u branch of the league in 
Russia. Dueling is to a great extent a mod- 
ern institution in the dominions of the ozar, 
and there was comparatively little of until 
Alexander III., horrified by a succession of 
fisticuff encounters, and rough and tumble 
fights, between officers of lofty rank (on one 
oceasion two gray haired generals made a 
spectacle of themselves in this fashion in 
the presence of the troops under their com- 
mand, whilst in another instance Gen. Ren- 
nenkampf, the new governor general of 
Odessa, resented, while a colonel, an insult- 
ing remark on the part of his commanding 
general by kicking him in the stomach with 
such violence as to double him up and place 
him hors de combat). decided that differences 
between men holding commissions in the 
Muscovite army or navy should be fought 
out western fashion, with a sword or pistol. 

~- 

From that time forth duels increased to 
such an extent that old Gen. Dragomiroff, 
one of the most popular and influential 
figures in Russian military Tife, and Field 
Marshal Gourko at length presented a 
memorandum to the present czar, protesting 
against the tendency to fight duels for trifies, 
declaring that the duello was an essentiaily 
foreign institution, which should not be coun- 
tenanced in Russia. Emperor Nicholas 
adopted their view, and, thanks to his at- 
titude, duels are rapidly decreasing in Rus- 
sia. 

Both Emperor, Francis Joseph and Kaiser 
Wilhelm have done much in late years to 
discourage dueling by insisting that no sin- 
gle combats of this kind should take place in 
their respective armies or navies without be- 
ing sanctioned by courts’ of honor, com- 
posed of fellow officers of equal and higher 
rank, who are severely punished if they per- 
mit the conflict to take place, save about 
serious matters, and without having ex- 
hausted all, possible means of reconciling 
the principals. U 


So effective has 3 the action of Em- 
peror William in this respect that, whereas 
in his grandfather's reign, hundreds of duels 
took place each year in the army, they nowa- 
days do not exceed half a dozen per annum, 
and sometimes have been as few as a couple 
in the space of twelve months. Moreover, 
when some time ago it was brought to the 
kaiser’s notice that the military authorities 
at Cologne had rejected the applications for 
commissions of three young Roman Catholic 
noblemen because in reply to searching in- 
quiries put to them they had expressed their 
disapproval of the practice of dueling as 
strictly forbidden by their church, heat once 
canceled the decision of the board, inflicted a 
startlingly severe reprimand upon its mem- 
bers, and then himself presented commis- 
sions to the three young men. 

How much Emperor William has to con- 
tend with in the matter is shown by utter- 
ances of some of the chief lay members of the 
general synod of the German Lutheran 
church in its periodical sessions at Berlin. 
Thus, on one recent occasion, its president, 
Count Stosch, chief of one of the oldest 
houses of the German aristocracy, and well 
advanced in years, declared that if he were 
to receive an insult which in his opinion 
could not be avenged in any other way he 
would in spite of his age resort to an en- 
counter on the field of honor. 

— 


The synod might, however, he added, rest 
assured that he would first weigh the matter 
conscientiously. Another of its members, 
baron von Gerlach, declared himself even 
more strongly in favor of dueling, and re- 
ferred to Exodus, chapters 20 and 21, in sup- 
port of his views, insisting that it was not a 
moral sin; that at most it was a question 
for the cognizance of the law, and in no 
sense for that of the church. 

Among the queer features of army duels 
in Germany and Austria is the rule pro- 
hibiting principals from firing in the air. 
In other countries, if one of the com- 
batants, from motives of generosity, fires 
his pistol in the air, instead of at his adver- 
sary, he is praised for his chivalry. But in 
the German army firing in the air is con- 
strued as a refusal to fight, and in such 
cases the seconds. are required to intervene, 
and to insist that the combatant in question 
should aim at his adversary. If he stil 
refuses to do so they are obliged to draw up 
a report on the matter, and the recalcitrant 
duelist becémes “ disqualified "; that is to 
say, he is obliged to resign his commission.

Gives Words a by Jesus to Dis- 
ciples After Resurrection. 


A hitherto unknown part of the bible, buried 
for nearly thirteen centuries in Upper Egypt, 
was contributed to scriptural knowledge yes- 
terday by Prot. H. A. Sanders of the Uni- 
versity “ef Michigan in a lecture before the 
Archeological Institute of America; in ses- 
sion at the University of Chicago. The 
manuscript is declared to be one of the most 
valuable finds in recent years, 

In the manuscript, which was bought last 
spring by Charles L. Freer of Detroit from 
an Arab dealer in Cairo, Egypt, ys of the 
gospel of Mark; which should low the 
fourteenth verse of the sixteenth chapter. 
According to sar Sanders, it is probably a 
part.of a lost gospel, added to Mark near the 
end of the second century. 

The manuscript is one of four purchased by 
Mr. Freer. They are all parts of the bible 
transcribed by unknown writers at different 
dates, ranging from the third to the sixth 
century

Scene After the Resurrection. 


Following is the text describing a scene 
between Christ and the disciples after. the 
resurrection: 

“And they answered, saying that this age 
of unrighteousness and unbelief is under the 
power of Satan, who does not. permit the 
things which are made impure by the [evil] 
spirits to comprehend the truth of God and 
[his] power. For this reason, Reveal thy 
righteousness. now,’ they said to Christ. 

And Christ said to them: The limit of 
the years of the power of Satan has been 
fulfilled, but other terrible things are at 
hand, and I was delivered unto death on 
behalf of those who sinned in order that 
they may return to the truth and sin no more, 
to the end that they may inherit the spiritual, 
indestructible glory of righteousness [which] 
is in heaven.’ 

The manuscripts were probably buried or 
lost at the time of the Moslem conquest in 689 
A. D.,“ said Prof. Sanders. At any rate 
the manuscripts all antedate that period. 
Two of the manuscripts are written in a 
large nuncial hand, two in small, and there 
are other variations sufficient to make it 
certain that the individual manuscripts were 
written at different dates, ranging from the 
third to the sixth century, 

“This new paragraph was known to St. 
Jerome and the first few lines of it are cited 
in Latin translation, It has long been 
claimed that Mark, XVI., 8-20, was a later 
addition to the gospel, thought to have been 
borrowed from some other unknown gospel 
near the end of the second century. This new 
manuscript probably presents the original 
form of that part of the lost gospel, which, 
mutilated, was added to Mark. 

— 


Reason for the Omission. 


“ The reason for the omission is quite ap- 
parent, as the new verse contains the state- 
ment that the destruction of sin in the world 
is near at hand. This idea.is found in the 
epistles of Peter and Paul, but the four gos- 
pels do not have it, and it is avoided by the 
later church writers. 

“The manuscripts are referred to by the 
Roman numerals I., II., III., and IV. Manu- 
script I. contains Deuteronomy and Joshua. 
but lacks Genesis to Numbers, inclusive. 
No. II. contains the Psalms and is the oldest. 
No. III. is the one containing the four gos- 
pels, and the other is merely a badly decayed 
fragment, which once contained the Acts and 
the Epistles. 

D. G. Hogarth of the British museum, who 
came as a guest, told of important discov- 
eries made by himself on the site of the tem- 
ple of Artemis at Ephesus. Mr. Hogarth 
found three early temples under the tem- 
ple of Artemis, and statues proving the ex- 
istence of a purely Greek form of worship 
centuries before the advent of the Egyptian 
worship of Artemis. 

More than a thousand professors from uni- 
versities and colleges were present at the 
various meetings of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science. They 
were welcomed by Prof. George E. Vin- 
cent of the University of Chicago and ex- 
Congressman George E. Adams. 

The eleven sections of the association were 
organized in the afternoon, and separate 
meetings will be held teday. In addition to 
these sections of the association, twenty-two 
independent scientific bodies will hold con- 
ferences.

Savant Talks of Medicine. 


Prof. William Henry Welch, professor of 
pathology at Johns Hopkins university, the 
retiring prestdent, delivered an address on 
The Interdependence of Medicine and 
Other Sciences of Nature at Mandel hall 
at night. He said: 

„ Medicine is the mother of all other 
sciences, but it is nevertheless dependent 
on. other sciences. The benefits from dis- 
covertes are as great for science in general 
as for medicine. Every discovery and im- 
portant generalization in science has a bear- 
ing on biology. Who would have thought 
that the production of the first aniline dye 
would be an essential link in the study of 
bacteria? Yet, we cannot see bacteria until 
they are stained with aniline dye, and on 
the study of bacteria depends our knowledge 
of tuberculosis. 

„„The X-ray is another instance of the in- 
terdependence of medicine and the other 
sciences. Hygiene and preventive medicine, 
through their power to check the incalculable 
waste of human life and health and activi- 
ties, have come to be appreciated along with 
educational, political, economic, and social 
sciences by the administrations of the na- 
tional, state, and municipal governments. 

“It is an especial gratification to record 
the stimulating recognition of these rela- 
tionships by the social and economic sec- 
tion of this association, in which a movement 
for public health and more particularly as 
related to the federal government, was 
started a year and a half ago.“ 

At a meeting of the Archzxological Institute 
of America, held in the afternoon, Prof.

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Eugene Presbrey has taken incidents from 
Sir Gilbert Parker’s popular story of The 
Right of Way” and strung them together 
in a five act play, as a child might string 
buttons on a wire. 

Like the buttons, some of these incidents 
are pretty and some are plain, some are 
large and some are small; a few are oddly 
fashioned, and many are commonplace. 
Neither are y well matched, and there is 
no symmetry or form to the collection. Sep- 
arately they may be fairly attractive, and 
perhaps of value. Collectively, they are just 
so many buttons on a string, 

It is an old argument, and yet there is 
none to take its place, that of a hundred 
novels dramatized perhaps one will provide 
a clear, cohesive, entertaining play. The 
other ninety-nine will be no more than a 
series of stage pictures, illumined at inter- 
vals by bursts of forceful acting, having 
little or no significant bearing, upon the 
whole. 

These strings of episode are frequently 
attractive to the playgoer who is familiar 
with the book from which they are taken, 
and out of curiosity wishes to see what has 
been done with them. But they have no 
definite place as drama. They are formless, 
characterless, and purposeless. They may 
appeal to the eye, and spasmodically to the 
heart, but seldom do they reach the mind. 
They provide a peep show, and neither the 
art of the stage director nor the inspiration 
of the players can make them anything more. 

The serious drama must of itself offer 
sufficient excuse for having been written. 
It must be a human document through 
which real men and real women 4re set about 
the solving of problems or the settling of 
conflicts. It must stand for something, and 
its people must be its pillars. But, although 
the imagination of the playgoer is keen and 
his. tolerance is great, it is few dramatized 
novels that satisfy hi 
only about one ina hun generates suffi- 
cient power to overcome the handicap with 
which it is weighted—the dramatist’s knowl- 
edge of all that is in the book and his utter 
inability to transfer it all to the stage.

“The Right ‘of Way” has all the faults 
and most of the virtues of the ninety and 
nine dramatized novels. Many of its scenes 
are picturesque, a few are stirring in them- 
selves, and one or two work the spell of 
romance and paint a pretty picture of a 
man's love for a maid. 

But it is neither a plausible nor a consist- 
ently developed plot in its play form. The 
dialogue is artificial, the characters are pic- 
ture book characters who talk at and 
never to each other. The spectator is 
always conscious of viewing a play, and of 
weighing the efforts of the people on the 
stage as so many play-actors. There is no 
suggestion of plausibility. It is all fanciful, 
mysterious, and, frequently, rather foolish. 

The first act pictures the self-satisfied, 
cynical lawyer, Charley Steele, filled with 
liquor and doubt as to the reason for or the 
good of living, after he has saved, by a 
masterly defense, the life of the French 
Canadian murderer, Portugais. He is weary 
of life, and he is testing the worst of the 
Omarian philosophy to the full. He 18 
willing to die, but something like the Shaks- 
pearean soliloquy floats through his brandied 
brain, and he hesitates. He courts danger 
at the river resort from which he was in the 
habit of viewing life, and there, after he has 
tried his philosophy of doubt on the wharf 
rats assembled, he is promptly knocked on 
the head with a bottle and taken in charge 
hv Portugals.

In the third act he has deen living with 
Portugals for three years in the latter’s hut 
in the mountains. He can remem er nothing 
of his past. He has dressed himself like a 
fastidious Davy Crockett and fallen en love 
with Rosalie, a simple maiden of the hills.

Dr. W. H. Wiley, Government avert, Points Out Progress Under New Act: 
Violators Face Penalty Crusade Against Makers of Impure YF 3 
Drugs Will Be Carried On. a :

Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—[Special. ]— 
** Ninety-five per cent of all manufacturers 
of and dealers in foods, drinks, and drugs 
are supplying pure goods to their customers 
and labeling or branding correctly those 
goods.“ 

This statement was made today dy Dr. 
W. H. Wiley, chief of the bureau of chem- 
istry of the department of agriculture and 
pure food expert of the government. With 
tomorrow the first year of enforcement of the 
pure food law will have passed. In that 
time almost every article of food, drink, 
and medicine of the people has been the ob- 
ject of government scrutiny. The result 
has been that the standard of these necessi- 
ties has risen far beyond what it was before 
the introduction of chemicals took place, The 
majority of manufacturers and dealers have 
not had to be prodded by the government. 
They have inquired at the department what 
interpretation has been placed upon the pro- 
visions affecting their business. They have 
observed this interpretation. 


oe 
Some Still Violate Law. 

But a few manufacturers and dealers have 
considered it more profitable to continue the 
old. practices of fraud and the men involved 
will suffer the penalty. Dr. Wiley has re- 
ferred to the department of justice evidence 
he has secured showing a violation of the 
interstate commerce feature of the pure food 
laws by manufacturers and dealers and the 
attorney general has ordered the proper dis- 
trict attorneys to institute the necessary 
proceedings. Among these cases are from 
forty to fifty Illinois producers of milk, who 
shipped their impure product into Missouri. 
The fact that the milk has crossed the inter- 
state line has made the milk producers sub- 
ject to federal prosecution. 

Dr. Wiley insists emphatically that en- 
forcement of the pure food law hae not in 
any sense disturbed the business. 

“ The great majority of manufacturers and 
dealers are absolutely honest,“ he declared. 
They had nothing to fear from the pure 
food law. The dishonest manufacturer and 
dealer deserved no consideration. When I 
was at Jamestown, Va., some monthe ago I 
urged the cotton seed oll men to label their 
product exactly what it was. They did so. 
Their business has increased immeasurably. 
The volume of business and value of the 
business never has been so great as during 
the last year.

Only One Fire Marked by Death, 
‘That of 16 Year Old Abraham Gal- 
let, 309 West Fourteenth Street.

WIRE SERVICE. WILL BE CUT 


Railroads Meet New Laws by 
Closing Smaller (Offices. 


TELEGRAPHERS ARE SCARCE 


Eight Hour Day in Wisconsin January 
1; Federal Act in Effect March 1. 


All the railroads running through Wiscon- 
sin must grant their telegraphers an eight 
hour day tomorrow and thereafter. The 
state law prescribing this becomes effective 
on Jan. 1 and, while operating officials of the 
roads contend it is a foolish provision, they 
intend to comply with it. 

The law will work to the advantage of op- 
eratora, but the result may be objec:ionable 
to the other inhabitants of the state. Teleg- 
raphers are scarce and being unable to get 
them many of the roads, the Northwestern 
and the Milwaukee among them, will cut 
down the number of stations where operators 
are employed. Telephones have been put in 
and will be used by the agents in the smaller 
stations and unless the commercial tclegraph 
companies see fit to maintain operators the 
residents of these towns will be cut off from 
telegraph service. 

The operators taken from these smaller 
stations will be used where addit'onal help is 
needed to make the three shifts. 

There was some talk that the roads might 
attempt to reduce Wages along witi the re- 
duction in hours. The question will be dis- 
cussed-at a meeting of railroad officials and 
operators in January. 


Same Effect from Federal Law. 


It is probable that much the same difficulty 
will be met generally when the federal law, 
limiting the day’s work of a railway teleg- 
rapher to nine howrs, goes into effect on 
March 1. Although the limit is one more 
hour than provided in. the Wisconsin law, 
the result will be the same, as the twenty- 


and there must be three shifts. 

Some of the roads have been hiring stu- 
dents "’ for several months, and by keeping 
them in offices with trained operators hope 
to have them sufficiently proficient! to handle 
the work on the lighter shifts. Others, how- 
ever, expect to follow the example of the 
Wisconsin roads and abolish the service at 
the smaller stations. 

The elimination of: this telegraph service 
will not work a hardship on the roads where 
automatic signals have been installed, as 
these can be depended on to do the emer- 
gency work of an operator. It is expected 
that one good effect of the law will be to 
-stimulate the installation of these. 


Want New System for Mails. 


The government is trying to find some 
better method of compeneating the railroads 
for handling the mails. Under the present 
system there is a period of several weeks 
when the mails are weighed and on the 
showings made then the roads are paid for 
the ensuing four years. 

It has been discovered that some of the 
roads establish special service to care for 
the mails at the weighing period, and when 
this is over rearrange their schedules so that 
the special mail trains are dropped. James 
T. McCleary, second assistant postmaster 
general, has suggested that where this occurs 
the road forced to handle the mail credited 
to another shall be paid for it. Under the 
present system the road to which the mails 
are assigned at the weighing period receives 
the compensation, Altkough another subse- 
quently may be forced to handle it.

Declares Confidence in Settle- 
ment of Immigration Problem. 


JAPAN NEEDS OUR CAPITAL. 


Commercial Gains by Friendship of the 
Nations Pointed Out. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.— We shall 
take back home with us to Japan only the 
kindliest feeling for America and for her 
people and the highest regard for her in- 
stitutions,’’ said Viscount Aoki, the Japanese 
ambassador, today, just prior to his depart- 
ure with Viscountess Aoki for San Fran- 
cisco, from which place they will sail on 
Jan. 7 for home. The ambassador returns 
to Japan at the instance of his government, 
which desires to consult with him freely re- 
garding conditions affecting Japanese inter- 
ests in America, notably those relating to 
the question of Japanese emigration to the 
United States. 

Tam oonfident an amicable understand- 
ing will be reached on this immigration ques- 
tlon—the only one of any consequence that 
is now agitating the people of the two coun- 
tries,’ said Ambassador Aoki. I am cer- 
tain Japan will make every honorable con- 
cession within bounds, and I feel equally 
confident the American government will not 
insist upon anything unreasonable!or that 
will, in any way, compromise the dignity or 
the honor of the Japanese government. Both 
governments are striving to reach an honor- 
abie solution of the immigration question, 
and the latest advices that we have received 
from our government indicate that the way 
is gradually being paved with that end in 
view. 

“As I have said again and again, there is 
every reason why both countries should have 
the most complete understanding and con- 
tinue in most amicable relations. Japan is 
anxious to be at peace with the world, and to 
no country does this apply with greater force 
than to the United States, to whom, in a 
large measure, is due Japan's great rise and 
progress among the nations of the world.“ 

Ambassador Acki urged the utmost im- 
portance of the United States and Japan 
keeping on the most friendly terms. In no 
sense, he said, was this more important 
than from the commercial standpoint. Japan 
needed American capital in the development 
of the numerous enterprises which have come 
to the front since the Chinese-Japanese 
war, and more particularly because of the 
developments since the war with Russia. 
American capital could find splendid oppor- 
tunity in Japan, thé ambassador declared. 

Official and diplomatic Washington was 
well represented at the station to bid Vis- 
count Aoki and his wife good-by. Every. 
member of the cabinet able to be there was 
present, as were many members of the 
diplomatic corps.

State Food Commission 1 
Warning Bulletin to Wives. 


PEDDLERS VIOLATE LAW. 


* 


Public Defrauded of Millions of Dollars 
Annually by Rascals, 


That the laws regulating the sale of.“ but- 
terine are violated every day in Chicago by 
peddlers and restaurant keepers is the state- 
ment made in a bulletin issued by the Illinois 
state food commission. 

The public is defrauded out of millions of 
dollars annually, the bulletin states, eapeci- 
ally by house to house peddlers purporting 
to have pure butter from some home dairy 
farm. The housewife pays a butter price for 
“butterine.”” The deception seldom is dis- 
covered, as the law requiring each package to 
be marked butterine is evaded by making the 
letters sd smal! and dim no one would notice 
them. 

The state commission announces that 
prosecutions of these peddlers will be pushed 
vigorously. The public warning is the first 
step. The fine in each case is $200. The new 
association of retail merchants also has 
taken up the fight. Copies of the bulletin, 
giving the methods of the deception, will be 
placed with each grocer. 


Sales Made by False Pretense. 

These peddlers, the bulletin states, tell 
the housewife that they can sell her good 
butter cheaper than the legitimate dealers 
can, for the reason that they get their butter 
direct from some creamery or dairy, and, in 
that manner, save the consumer a good many 
profits of middlemen, etc. By their offering 
to deliver butter a few cents cheaper than the 
market price for good butter, the uneuspect- 
ing housewife places an order for butter to 
be delivered either at once or in a few days. 
Then either the same canvasser, Dut usually 
some one else representing him or the same 
firm, delivers the goods, excepting only that 
as a fitting climax to the tissue of falsehoods 
and misrepresentations used by the can- 
vasser in getting the order, he delivers oleo- 
margarine instead of butter and gets from 25 
cents to 80 cents per pout d for it, while the 
retail price of oleomargarine, sold lawfully, 
is from 15 cents to 18 cents per pound. 


Housewives Doubly Deceived. 

Thus the good housewife has been doubly 
imposed upon in the transaction; first, she 
has received oleomargarine when she had 
expected butter, and second, she has paid at 
least 10 cents more for every und pur- 
chased than she need to have paid had she 
purchased the oleomargarine from à legiii- 
mate or lawabiding dealer. . 

A casual examination of the wrapper in 
which the substance is delivered will disclose 
no marks by which it might be identified, but 
by an exceedingly careful examination it will 
be found that a fair percentage of the wrap- 
pers are marked oleomargarine in let- 
ters about three-eighths of an inch in height 
(instead of three-fourths as required by law) 
and in the dimmest possible manner. The 
ink used Is generally about the same color as 
the wrapping paper, and usually the paper 
is purposely wet where stamped so that the 
stamp can be seen only when the paper has 
dried and then but dimly, the Whole purpose 
being that the purchaser shall not discover 
the mark at all.“ 


How to Tell Oleomargarine. 

This test is given for housewives: 

When heated in a spoon or frying pan 
oleomargarine sputters like grease. When 
heated in the same way butter foams.“
